Volume 53 of the Thomas 
Edison High School yearbook was 
published by Walswoith Publish- 
ing Company of Marceline, Mis- 




souri. Mrs. Valerie Tanke, company representative, 
was responsible for giving directions to the production. 

The yearbook is a production of the students 
under the guidance of Mrs. Jan Georgion, and student 
editors, Jennifer Perryman and Misty Mote, were 
responsible for coordinating layout designs, proofing 
and editing copy, and final proofreading of each page. 

The layouts, using 4 column design were pri- 
marily done on the PageMaker Program on the Macin- 
tosh Computers. Typestyler program was used for 
many of the headlines. 

Paper stock of the 208 page book is 1 1 5 -pound 
Signature Gloss. Various spot colors were selected 
from the Walsworth color ink book. 

Graphics were hand drawn and then scanned 
on the Apple Scan program to change the size or add 
lettering. Screen tints are from 10% to 100% black. 
Backgrounds were produced by Walsworth and the 
Edisonian staff. 

The cover was made using lithograph 4 color 
process. The theme for the book originated from the 
Edisonian Staff and then Senior Zachary Kinsey did 
the preliminary art work. The final art work was 
completed by a Walsworth Company artist. 

All 4 color prints were professionally devel- 
oped. The Photographers of Midstates took all the 
senior class individual pictures, as well as team, club, 
and sovereignty photos.
